the opinions of mankind requires trtul tbey-'.Shoul^ 
declare the causes wliich impel them to the separa- 
tion. 


We hold these truths to bo Keif-evident:—That all 


men are created eqitd; that* they are'endowed by 
their Creator with certain- analleoable'rights; that 
among these are life, 
v liberty", "and the pursuit ot hap- 


piness. That, to secuie these rights, governments"are 
Instituted unions men, deriving their.-Just' powers 
from the consent of the governed; *thutt:.whenever 
any form of government - becomes, destructive of • 
these ends, it-is the right of the people to altcr-or 
to abolish it, and to institute a new government, 
laying its "foundation on such', principles, and or- 
ganizing its powers In such form, aa to them shall 
seem most likely to eiCcct their safety and happiness. 
Pru«3enee,-intieed, will dictate, that governments Jong 
established should not be changed for light nnd 
transient causes; and accordingly ull oxperlcnce hath 
shown, that mankind ure more disposed to suffer 
while evils are sufferable, than to right themselves 
by abolishing the forms to which they are accus- 
tomed.

' Ho lias forbidden his governors to pass laws of 
immediate and pross-ng importance, unleas suspend- 
ed 'in their operation til! his assent should he ob- 
tained; "and whcu so- suspended, he has utterly 
neglected to attend to them. 


He-has refused to'.pass other laws for the ac-
